It is better to make double this: quantity at one 
time. Heat the water to the very hottest degree 
possible, have ready the Carmine and Ammonia 
measured ard weighed, ready for use; put the Car- 
mine in the water, keeping the water on the fire and 

as hot as possible; stir while you can count ten, turn 
in the Ammonia as quick as possible, then give one - 
stir and cover up; the kettle should be taken from 
the fire before the Ammonia is added; it must be 
made in a porcelain kettle,and the porcelain must 
not be broken, so as to expose the iron in the least. 
The secret of making this color lies in following these 
directions closely. The water must be boiling when 
the Carmine is put in, and the whole operation must 
be performed quickly. This must be made over a fire, 
and not water bath. Ready to use as soon as cool.

ExPLANATION.—By Leaf Lard is meant rendered 
lard made from the leaf alone, with no other fat with 
it. If Tallow is used, it must be leaf tallow. If the 
lard or tallow is nicely rendered, thatis, if there is no 
grain, or it does not appear tobe sandy. it is ready 
for use; if it is sandy or poorly rendered, it must be 
melted to the consistency of oil, and stirred con- 
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stantly, until cold. When the lard or tallow is read y 
for use, it must be warmed over the water bath until 
it can be stirred, but care must be taken not to get 
it too warm, While warming the lard, the Gum Ben- 
zoin must be put in eight or ten ounces of Alcohol, 
and warmed in the water bath, until the Gum is all 
dissolved; then remove the lard or tallow from the 
water bath, and the dissolved Gum Benzoin must be 
added slowly, and constantly stirred until cold; great 
care must be used in making this, not to have the 
Lard or Tallow or dissolved Gum too warm, or the 
mixture will be a failure, beeause the Gum and fat 
cannot be mixed if too warm.- This mixture must 
stand for two weeks at least, longer is better; then 
melt to the consistency of oil, then allow it to cool , 
and the Benzoin will settle to the bottom, and the fat 
will retain all the flavor of the Benzoin. Always 
melt over the water bath.

the one ounce of fat first rubbed with the musk must 
be tallow, even if lard is used for the rest of the body. 
It is better to make the fat bodies of lard, because 
all compositions are made supposing the bodies to 
have been made of lard; but they may be made of 
tallow; if they are, this must be taken into considera- 
tion when pomade compositions are made from them.

Pornade Bodies. 


Pomade Bodies are made from Lard and Tallow 
Fat Bodies and Essential Ozls according to kind of 
Pomade being made. The lard and tallow must be 
well rendered, so that it has no grain; if it has a grain 
it must be warmed over water bath and stirred until 
cool, and if it is dirty it must be strained through a 
fine wire sieve; when this is nearly cold, stir in the 
color and then the perfume. For filling bottles it 
must be warmed to the consistency of thick molasses 
and poured into the bottles; it must be poured into 
the bottles when the pomade is as cool as it can be 
and run into the bottles nicely. 
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Materials used in Soaps. 


| Soap Bodies are made of Fats, Ozls and Alkalies, 
according to the kind of soap to be made. Creams 
are made from Potash lye only. Soaps are made 
with Soda and Potash lyes combined. Sodalyes are 
made from Caustic Soda White, lime water and soft 
water. Put100 pounds Caustic into 40 gallons of 
soft water, in an ¢ron kettle, then build a slow fire 
under the kettle and bring the liquid to a slow boil; 
then keep it boiling slowly until the caustic soda is 
all dissolved: if it is not all, or nearly all dissolved, 
when one-third of the water is boiled away, add 
more water and keep boiling slowly until the 
soda is all or nearly all dissolved; in  try- 
ing to see if the soda is dissolved, a wooden spat- 
ula must beused, and care must be taken not to 


stir it too much, as it will sputter and fly all over. 
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When you think the soda is dissolved enough, test 
the strength with an Alka’? Scale Baume. Keep 
the lye boiling until it stands 86° Baume, then add 
lime water until it stands at 38° , but never less than 
83; it is better to stop at 34 than to get it below 33, 
for it will be difficult to getit above 33 again. The 
lime water, must have been previously prepared by 
putting one bushel of unslaked lime to 40 gallons of 
water and let stand a few days to settle; as soon as 
the lye stands at 36°, lime water must be added to 
make it stand at 33, even if the soda is not all dis- 
solved, for no more soda will dissolve after it stands 
at 36°; the tests must be made when boiling; as 
soon as the lime water is added, remove the fire, and 
let stand for 24 hours, and if tested when cold it will 
stand at 36 ° Banme;thelye can be reduced in strength 
to any desired degree by adding lime water; after the 
lye has stood 24 hours put it in carboys, corked tight, 
and set away until used. Potash Lyes are made from 
Potash injust the same way as the Soda Lyes, using 


same quantities of materials.

Toilet and Shaving Soaps, are made in the same 
way, as follows: Melt the fat to the consistency of 
Oul, then strain through a fine wire strainer into a 
sheet iron tub, or can made for this purpose, which 
willhold about one-third more than the quantity of 
soap to be made; then stir the fat with a wooden 
spatuta until it has cooled to a blood heat; if it is too 
warm, the soap when finished will sweat, if too cool, 
the lye will not mix good; then pour the lye in from 
an iron kettle with a spout, very slowly, and stir 
constantly; it should take about five minutes to pour 
in the lye; after the lye is allin, stir constantly until 


the spatula will stand in the mixture without fallin 
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which will take from 15 to 30 minutes. If a colored 
soap is being made, mix the color with the oils used 
for perfume in a mortar before commencing to make 
the soap; as soon as the soap is cool enough to gup- 
port the spatula without falling, pour in the perfume 
and color slowly, stirring constantly, until the color 
or perfume is thoroughly mixed with the fat. If no 
color is used, have the perfume ready and proceed as 
before, then pour into the cooler and set in a place 
that will keep the soap warm for a long time—for 36 
hours at least. The cooler should be made of pine, 

% inches thick, the sides should be groovedabout two 
inches from the end, and about one inch deep to re- 
ceive the ends; the bottom shculd be made of two 
pieces, two inches thick, the upper piece to be size of 
inside of cooler, the lower piece to be one inch larger 
than outside of cooler, and must have a tight cover; 
and when set away with soap in it to cool, it must be 
put in some place that will keep it warm fora long 
time; say use a dry goods box, and cover with a 


blanket or carpet, the two pieces of the bottom must 
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be nailed or secured together, and the sides bolted 
together, so that the box can be taken apart easily; 
the cooler must be lined with greased Manilla paper 


to prevent the soap sticking to the wood. 


Shaving Creams. 


The process of making Shaving Cream is as fol- 
lows: Proceed the same as for Toilet or Shaving 
Soaps until the lye is added, then the cream must be 
stirred constantly as longas it can be stirred; after 
stirring as long as it can be, set it away for at Jeast 
twenty-four hours, without putting the perfume in. 
After standing twenty-four hours in the same tub in 
which it was mixed, it is ready to boil; any quantity 
can be boiled, leaving the balance as long as you 
wish; it must be boiled in a porcelain kettle, which 


will hold twice as much as the quantity to be boiled; 
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take about thirty pounds of the cream and put it in 
the kettle and add two gallons of soft water, boil 
over a coal fire gently until it is thoroughly melted, 
divide the cream gently, while it is melting, but do 
not stir hard, until it is melted; when it is melted, 
it must be left on the fire and stirred hard until it 
becomes a dry cream; that is, until allthe water that 
was put in has evaporated; when it is dry, remove 
and let cool: after it is cool, the perfume may be 
added by pounding in a mortar; the longer it is 
pounded the better it will be; any perfume may be 
used. When the lye isput in, it should be stirred for 
two hours, for it will take as long as that for it to 
become thick; when it is as thick as it can be stirred, 
it isallright. The colors used are the same as soap 
colors, and must be mixed with and put in with the 


perfume.

Directions for Making Superfine Soaps. 


Take any quantity of Toilet Soap Body, (not per- 
fumed,) cut off thin pieces of it, and run it through 
the Lilly White mill, two or three times, then put in 
the color and perfume until the color is thoroughly 
mixed; when the color is thoroughly mixed, pound 
it into one lamp in a large mortar, then cut into 
pieces and weigh them, work the pieces in the hands, 
and form them into pieces that will nearly fit the 
mould; then dry on the trays until the outside is per- 


fectly dry; then press. 
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Flower Pomade Extracts No. 14. 


Cologne Spirits, 1 gallon. 


Flower Pomade, 4 pounds. 


Melt the Pomade in the water bath to the consis- 
tency of oil; the Pomade must be broken up and 
stirred while melting with a wooden Spatula, so as 
to melt as quick as possible, as the perfume is lost by 
long heating; make the alcohol as cold as possible by 
using ice in the summer and exposing to the cold in 
winter; pour in the melted pomade ag quick as possi- 
ble and stir briskly with wooden spatula until the 
pomade is as fine as sand, then set away and stir 
often for five days; this must be kept in a cool place. 
After five days strain through a coarse cloth, and 
then filter through paper, then set away for use. 
Keep scraps for making second wash, called Pomade 
Extract No. 6.

Proceed same as for No. 14, using the scraps from 
making No. 14 instead of the fresh Pomade. 


Pomade Extract, 3d Wash. 


Proceed same as for No. 6, using the scraps from 
No. 6 instead of fresh Pomade. The scraps from 
the 38d wash can be melted, perfumed and used for 
Hair Pomades. Don’t attempt to heat any pomades 
in anything but a water bath.
